ounce of caution 


n America, our lives are 

wrapped in one great 

big layer of protection. 

From OSHA directives 
to food packaging, appli- 
ance safety (your toaster is 
not approved for use while 
bathing!) to warnings print- 
ed on everything from plas- 
tic bags to toddlers’ inflat- 
able pool toys, government 
and industry have done 
all they could to enhance 
safety. 

These days, of course, that fact is 
often the target of ridicule and scorn. 
We can afford to be snarky. How many 
farmers were killed this year by trac- 
tors that suddenly reared and flipped 
backward? 

It was not always so. Before the in- 
vention of the 3-point hitch, tractors 
were designed to take the place of 
horses and used trailed implements. Be- 
cause of the weight of the implement 
on the back, if the tractor was plowing 
and the implement hit an obstruction, 
the rear wheels would not slip and the 
tractor would tip over backward, often 
before the driver had a chance to react, 
leading to serious accidents. 

The Fordson, in particular, had a 
marked and well-known propensity to 
tip. One magazine of the era recom- 
mended each Fordson be painted with 
the somber message “Prepare to meet 
thy god.” Nearly every category of ear- 
ly farm equipment contained at least 
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one model referred to as a 
"widow maker." 

In the past several issues 
of Farm Collector, readers 
have recounted horrendous 
encounters with everything 
from husker-shredders to 
seed-strippers. All of these 
incidents occurred decades 
and decades ago, before 
safety appeared on any 
manufacturer's radar. 

Today, farm accidents 
still occur, but the volume and sever- 
ity would surely be multiplied many 
times if it not for rollbars, shields, kill 
switches and countless other innova- 
tions. Harry Ferguson's 3-point hitch 
caused less soil compaction and re- 
duced field time and fuel expenditures 
— but it also paved the way for lifesav- 
ing innovations (Writer Bob Pripps walks 
you through invention of the 3-point hitch 
beginning on Page 12 of this issue). 

Who among us hasn’t modified 
something to override safety features? 
Human nature being what it is, we’re 
probably going to keep looking for 
shortcuts, timesavers and easy ways 
out. If you ever got in a hurry and it 
backfired on you, you know all about 
haste and waste. A new year approaches: 
Why not resolve to be safe in 2021? 
An ounce of caution a is worth a 
pound of cure! FC :

Replacement bearings were "on the job training" 


Some stories are of the "now it can be told" type. Others should probably never 
be told. | am not sure about this one, but will tell it anyway! 

In the 1950s, the company | worked for invested in an expensive Swiss-made jig 
bore machine. It was used to make the gauges for their line of precision products. 
The machine was about two stories tall and had its own air-conditioned room, as 
it required a constant temperature. This was before air conditioning became com- 
mon in the plant offices. 

On hot days, | would frequently stop by to chat with the jig bore machinist. We 
had something in common: We both had the same Sears riding mower. One day 
| told him that one of the bearings on mine was getting noisy and seemed about 
to fail. | would have to order a new one. But to my great surprise and delight, a 
couple days later he handed me a sack containing a new bearing — made on the 
bore! He had used his tractor bearing as a pattern for mine. 

If his time on that cost center had been charged, this bearing would have cost 
thousands of dollars, most likely more than Sears' entire inventory for that bear- 
ing! | think perhaps this was an opportunity for the jig bore machinist to hone his 
skills — at least that is my rationale.

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Early husker-shredders 
were sorely lacking in 
safety department 


The reprinted ad for the "absolutely 
safe" husker-shredder in the June 2020 
issue of Farm Collector brought back 
memories of relatives who were injured 
in the 1930s. 

My father's brother lost an arm when 
he was feeding bundles of corn into a 
corn husker at age 16. Later, the family 
learned that he had faulty depth per- 
ception, and he simply didn't realize he 
was dangerously close to the husking 
rolls. He lost his arm close to the shoul- 
der, so he didn't have enough muscle 
left to manipulate an artificial arm. 

My maternal grandmother's cousin 
also lost an arm in a corn husker, but 
he was able to use an artificial arm with 
a steel hook for a hand. | remember 
that he was very handy with the hook, 
and could even use it to hold money or 
pieces of paper with a clip that was part 
of the hook. 

Corn huskers were gradually replaced 
by corn pickers in the 1940s and 
1950s, but these machines could be 
equally dangerous. Impatient farmers 
could be drawn into the snapping rolls 
if they tried to unplug jammed stalks 
while the machine was running. A 
high-school classmate lost four fingers 
on one hand in the husking bed of a 
corn picker in the 1960s. 

Today's corn combines use a different 
design of snapping rolls that seldom 
jam and are much safer. Blade-type 
rolls running beneath a pair of stripper 
plates draw corn stalks through much 
more aggressively than the spiral-fluted 
rolls of earlier designs. Also, seed corn 
companies have developed varieties 
of corn with much tougher stalks that 
do not break up while being drawn 
through snapping rolls.

The Story Behind the 





PARLIN & 
ORENDORFF 
TRIUMPHED 
OVER EARLY 
CHALLENGES 


any Rusty 
Iron 
enthusiasts 
probably know 


why most of the part numbers 


on International Harvester 


plows begin with the letters 


"PO." However, just in case 


some don't, here's the story of 
the Parlin & Orendorff Co. of 
Canton, Illinois. 


William Parlin was born in 1817, in Ac- 
ton, Massachusetts, where he apparently 
learned the blacksmith trade. Typical of 
many restless young men of the day, Par- 
lin drifted west, ending up in St. Louis. 
There, he blacksmithed for a year but 


didn't seem to do very well. Leaving St. 


Louis, Parlin traveled by boat up the Mis- 


sissippi and Illinois rivers and, in 1840, 


appeared in Canton after walking the 10 
miles from the landing. Legend has it that 
the young blacksmith had nothing with 


him but three hammers, a leather apron, 


and 25 cents in cash. He promptly went 
to work in Robert Culton's blacksmith 


shop and soon was made a full partner. 


Culton apparently was already mak- 
ing a plow with a wooden moldboard 
and iron share when Parlin went to work 
for him. Later plows had wooden mold-

boards covered with iron plates, al- 
though some also had moldboards 
made of boilerplate. In 1842, Parlin 
made some with steel shares, mold- 
boards and landsides that local farm- 
ers found very satisfactory. 

In 1845, William Parlin married 
Caroline Orendorff and the happy 
couple ultimately became the parents 
of four children: Artemus, William, 
Clara, and Alice. 

The demand for Parlin’s plows grew 
and soon extra help was required. 
In 1846, a small foundry was added. 
About that time, Parlin, wanting to 
work on his own, left Culton and 
built a shop and foundry of his own. 
During the winter of 1847, Parlin’s 
factory was destroyed by fire and he 
went back to Culton’s shop, now run 
by Culton’s son, John. After a short 
while, Parlin bought out Culton and 
may have formed a partnership with 
Thompson Maple, who, according to 
one account, ran the firm’s office and 
provided capital. Another account 
claims Parlin conducted the business 
alone. 

In any event, in 1852, Parlin took 
on his brother-in-law, William Oren- 
dorff, as partner. This combination 
seemed to work and Orendorff be- 
came sales manager, while Parlin 
concentrated on the manufacturing 
side of the business. The factory was 


upgraded by replacing the horse- 
power that had been used to run the 
machinery with a steam engine. The 
Canton Clipper walking plow was in- 
troduced and became quite popular. 
During the years before the Civil War, 
the firm began making other imple- 
ments as well, such as walking culti- 
vators, shovel plows and stalk cutters. 

Years later, William Orendorff de- 
scribed the way farm machinery was 
sold in those early years. “Selling 
goods at that time was quite a dif- 
ferent process from what it is today. 
I used to load up a wagon and drive 
out to the principal towns seeking 
customers, until my plows were ei- 
ther sold or consigned to country 
merchants, when I would return to 
Canton, catch up with my books and 
office work, and do the same thing 
over again.” He told of one time 
when he was on the road with three 
wagon loads of plows and had been 

. driving for some days without 
much success." Stopping at a tavern 
for the night, Orendorff met another 
traveler who asked him what he was 
going to do with those plows. Oren- 
dorff confessed that he meant to sell 
them if he could. 

The stranger, a Mr. Cunningham, 
said, “Better take them over to my place 
(in Knoxville, lowa) and I will sell them 
for you.” Orendorff continues: “A few

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abominable. We drove into Knoxville, found Mr. Cunning- 
ham to be all right, left three loads (nearly 100 plows) with 
him and returned home. The next spring he sold them all 
and paid the cash.” The drive from Canton to Knoxville, 
over “abominable” roads with a wagon and team, was more 
than 200 miles. Shipping became easier in 1862, when the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad reached Canton. In 
1865, P&O built its first riding cultivator and introduced a 
new implement, the lister. 

By the early 20th century, Parlin & Orendorff claimed to 
be “The largest and oldest permanently established plow fac- 
tory on earth,” with a full line of moldboard and disc plows, 
listers, stalk cutters, disc, spike tooth and spade harrows, 
corn and beet planters, and all kinds of cultivators. A photo 
in a P&O catalog of the day shows a group of 14 women and 
girls, all wearing babushkas (head kerchiefs), pulling a P&O 
plow. The caption identifies the women as members of the 
Doukhobors, natives of Russia who fled their homeland and 
settled in Canada. The group believed that it was wrong to 
make an animal (but apparently not women!) work. As you 
may have guessed, in the picture, there’s a man holding the 
plow handles. 

Also by that time, International Harvester’s salesmen and 
agents were clamoring for plows to sell. IHC and Deere had, 
up to then, been reluctant to get into each other’s business, 
even though pressure from the field to do so had been in- 
tense. Deere made the first move by starting construction 
of a new harvester plant in East Moline, Illinois, in 1912. In 
about 1909, IH agents in Canada began selling P&O plows,

days later it began raining and the roads, never good, were &

sulky plow. but U.S. dealers were still out of luck. Finally, 
on May 7, 1919, International Harvester an- 
nounced that it had bought the entire 
product line and all the facilities of the 
Parlin & Orendorff Co. 
IH retained the P&O name on its plows 
for several years, although the McCormick- 
Deering name was added to it. Most of the 
old P&O part numbers were retained as well, 
and the PO prefix for plow part numbers was 
continued even after the P&O name was 
dropped. 
The next time you see a PO part number 
on an old IH plow, think back to 1840, and 
to the young William Parlin trudging into 
Canton with only two bits and a few tools to 
his name. FC

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FERGUSON'S INGENIOUS 3-POINT 
HITCH USED TRACTION TO PUT AN 
END TO TRACTOR FLIP-OVERS

he 3-point hitch: What’s the 
big deal? That is a question that 


might be raised by younger 

readers who can’t envision a farm 
tractor without a 3-point hitch. About 100 
years ago, though, integration of the tractor 
and implement was a new idea. It was also 
about 100 years ago that the first tractor 
flipped over backward when its plow struck 
an immoveable object.

It is just a matter of physics. Engine 
torque and flywheel inertia multiplied 
by the overall gear ratio means that, 
if the drive wheels are held station- 
ary, torque on the axle will be enough 
to rotate the entire tractor backward 
around the axle. Of course, if the trac- 
tor was designed so that its drive axle 
was in front (front wheel-drive) this 
would not happen, but that configu- 
ration, while good for automobiles, is 
obviously not so good for tractors. 

Continuing with the matters of trac- 
tor physics, the force of the tractor ap- 
plied to the implement is called draft 
load, or simply draft. The way draft is 
reflected from the implement (whether 
its a plow or a wagon) to the tractor, 
and vice versa, can be expressed as a 
vector, known as the line of draft. If the 
line of draft passes below the center 
of the rear axle, it tends to pull down 
on the entire tractor, increasing trac- 
tion. When traction reaches the point 
where there is no slippage of the rear 
tires, then the front end begins to rise. 
And that is where the 3-point hitch 
comes in. 


Entrepreneur-turned-inventor 

As civilization developed, animal 
power was adopted on a massive scale 
to pull plows, rakes, disks, wagons, and 
buggies. Then, at the turn of the 20th 
century, the new mechanical “horse- 
power” arrived on the scene, to be 
hitched to plows and implements in 
the same manner as it had been with 
the horse. One form of motive power 
was substituted for another. When a 
horse plow struck a rock or some other 
immovable object, it simply stopped. 
When the same thing happened to a 
tractor-drawn plow, engine torque and 
flywheel inertia flipped the body of the 
tractor around the rear axle in rapid 
fashion. 

Enter Harry Ferguson, inventor of the 
3-point hitch. Henry George “Harry” 
Ferguson was born in 1884 in Northern 
Ireland. Harry was a spirited child with 
a penchant for confrontation and irri- 
tating his father, siblings, and school- 
masters. He left school at age 14 and 
went to work for his brother, who had 
set up a car and motorcycle repair busi- 
ness in Belfast. His activities included 
work as a mechanic and driver, and 
he actively promoted the business by 
racing cars and motorcycles. Although 
Ferguson’s early education had been 
curtailed, he was an avid reader and 
was fairly well versed in a variety of 
subjects. 

Harry Ferguson became quite famous 
for his racing exploits, and for hav- 
ing designed, built and flown the first 
airplane in the British Isles. With his

fame, he founded May Street Motors, 
a successful car and tractor dealership. 
He was also awarded patents for im- 
proved carburetors. He was not, how- 
ever, the type of inventor who took 
to the workbench. He needed some- 
one who could translate his ideas into 
working models. In 20-year-old Willy 
Sands, he found exactly what he was 
looking for. 

Meanwhile, May Street Motors, as 
agents for the Overtime tractor (a Brit- 
ish variation of the American Waterloo 
Boy), gained national recognition by 
putting on plowing demonstrations. 
Harry Ferguson knew how to capitalize 
on his personal fame. 


“We'll design a better plow!” 

In 1914, at the beginning of World 
War I, Great Britain’s Ministry of Muni- 
tions (MOM) became concerned by the 
country’s reliance on imported food. 
Since young farmers and horses were 
being absorbed by the military, older 
farmers were encouraged to embrace 
tractor farming. As an incentive, the 
government bought and distributed 
all the British- and American-built 
tractors they could get, leasing them 
to farmers at very favorable terms. Ire- 
land, in particular, had much untilled 
grassland. Because of Ferguson's re- 
nowned demonstrations of the Over- 





time tractor, he was selected by the 
Ministry of Munitions to monitor the 
program in Ireland. 

Ferguson and Sands began touring 
the country in a government-provided 
car. They encountered farmers who 
were unfamiliar with the internal com- 
bustion engine and who did not know 
how to set up multi-bottom plows. 
Moreover, the equipment’s design and 
attachment to the tractor made it dan- 
gerous to use. In frustration, Ferguson 
declared to Sands, "We'll design a bet- 
ter plow!" 

To start with, the new Ferguson plow 
weighed about half as much as previ- 
ous tractor plows. It was designed for 
use with the popular Eros tractor con- 
version of the Ford Model T car. Its 
ingenious feature was the way it was 
hitched under the belly, forward of the 
rear axle and thus tending to draw all 
four wheels onto the ground. Excellent 
traction was provided and any tendency 
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TRACING THE EVOLUTION 
OF HITCH DESIGN 

After World War 11, the benefits of 
the 3-point hitch were undeniable, 
but patent problems and the desire 
of competing manufacturers to avoid 
the appearance of endorsement by 
copying led to the development of 
proprietary hitch designs. International 
Harvester announced its 2-point 
Fast Hitch; Allis-Chalmers, the Snap- 
Coupler; Case, the Eagle Hitch; and 
Deere, the Yakima Tool Bar. 


All worked but had shortcomings, 
and farmers complained about having 
to get specialized implements for 
each type. In the late 1950s, with 
Ferguson's patents running out, 
the Farm and Industrial Equipment 
Institute (FIEI), in cooperation with 
the American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers (ASAE), persuaded tractor 
manufacturers to agree on use of the 
basic Ferguson 3-point hitch design 
with standard categories depending 
on horsepower: 


Category 0: Up to 20hp 
Category 1: 20-45hp 
Category 2: 40-100hp 
Category 3: 80-225hp 
Category 4: More than 180hp 


Meanwhile, after-market suppliers 
developed 3-point conversions for 
tractors with hydraulic cultivator 
lifts. These did not have any type of 
draft control, but the operator could 
provide the function manually. As time 
passed, Ford, Ferguson and others 
made refinements to the system, 
largely copied by others, such as 
lower-link and electronic draft sensing. 


Today, the 3-point hitch is virtually 
standard on all but the smallest riding 
lawn mowers. Some have offered 
3-point hitches on both front and back 
along with PTO outlets, such as the 
Ford Versatile Model 9030. Industrial 
and construction machines are also 
3-point equipped unless backhoe and 
end loader options are selected.

for rearing was eliminated. Unfortu- 
nately, the market for the Eros tractor 
dried up when Henry Ford announced 
his low-cost Fordson tractor in 1917. 


Creation of the Duplex Hitch 

In 1917, the British MOM ordered 
import of 6,000 Fordsons to speed the 
country’s tillage needs. Through Ford’s 
tremendous manufacturing capability,

the tractors were delivered in a few 
weeks. The Fordsons immediately went 
to work in Ireland. The tendency to 
back-flip was especially evident in the 
Fordson tractor, which had rather poor 
weight distribution. 

With that, Ferguson and Sands re- 
vised their plow design to work with 
the Fordson. Rather than the under- 
belly hitch, which was difficult to at- 
tach, Sands devised a completely new 
arrangement for coupling the plow to 
the Fordson, which he called the Du- 
plex Hitch. 

In that application, the plow was at- 
tached to the Fordson by two parallel 
links, one above the other, above and 
below the rear axle. Thus, draft loads 
pushed down on both the front and 
back wheels. If the plow struck a rock, 
the load tended to tip the plow with all 
the force going to the top link, stop- 
ping the tractor in its tracks without 
flipping. Sands also added a “floating- 
skid” device that helped to keep the 
plow running at an even depth. Fergu- 
son’s company in Ireland made plows 
for Great Britain, while Sherman Bros. 
of New York made them for America. 


Designing a tractor 
for a new system 

Meanwhile, Ferguson and his ex- 
panding team, which by then includ- 
ed Archie Greer and John Chambers, 
worked on hydraulic actuation of the 
plow for raising and lowering and con- 
trolling depth. While the floating skid 
worked well enough for the plow, it 


was ineffective for other implements. 
Further difficulties arose in steering 
with an implement in the ground. 

sands realized that the force vectors 
in the upper and lower links of the 
duplex hitch reflected a virtual hitch 
point where these two vectors met, and 
that the draft (or pulling forces) were 
proportional to implement depth. As 
loads increased or decreased, the im- 
plement should be raised or lowered 
proportionately. Sands and Ferguson 
then obtained a patent on the hydrau- 
lically actuated 2-point hitch entitled 
"Apparatus for coupling agricultural 
implements to tractors and automati- 
cally regulating the depth of work," 
known simply as draft control. 

Draft control solved only part of the 
problem, however, as the 2-point hitch 
was semi-rigid laterally. If the front 
wheels were steered to the left, the rear- 
mounted implement would swing to 
the right. In the case of the cultivator, 
that would be detrimental to the plants 
you were steering away from. “Ah ha,” 
thought Sands, “if the two vectors of 
the 2-point hitch moved the virtual, or 
perceived, hitch point forward in the 
vertical plane, replacing the bottom 
link with two links angled forward to- 
ward the same virtual point, all links 
equipped with ball joints, the tractor 
could maneuver left or right without 
the adverse reaction of the implement. 
The automatic draft control sensor was 
then incorporated into the single up- 
per, or third, link. 

Not finding a suitable tractor on 
which to incorporate the new 3-point

hitch system, Ferguson and his team 
designed and built a demonstrator 
tractor with the system built in, rather 
than added on. The transmission and 
rear axle were ordered from British gear 
maker David Brown, who, after a sea- 
son of successful demonstrations of the 
system on the prototype tractor, agreed 
to join forces with Ferguson on a pro- 
duction version. 

Production of the Ferguson-Brown 
tractor began in 1937, but sales re- 
mained sluggish. The price was some- 
what high for such a small tractor, and 
to realize its benefits, a farmer had to 
buy all new implements. Nevertheless, 
Ferguson pressed on. In January 1938, 
a Ferguson-Brown was entered in a 
comparative plowing demonstration in 
Aberdeen, Scotland. Fortunately, snow 
fell the night before the trials and only 
the Ferguson-Brown and a four-wheel 
drive outfit were able to plow. Farmers 
who witnessed the demonstration were 
amazed! 


The legacy of the 
handshake agreement 

Another person amazed by the per- 
formance of the diminutive Ferguson- 
Brown was Eber Sherman, former part- 
ner in Ferguson’s Fordson plow venture, 
whom Ferguson had invited to witness 
the demonstration. When things be- 
gan to go south between David Brown 
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Virtual hitch 
point 


and Ferguson over slow sales and high 
prices, Ferguson imposed upon Sher- 
man Bros. to arrange for a demonstra- 
tion with auto magnate Henry Ford. In 
September 1938, Ferguson, with a crat- 
ed Ferguson-Brown tractor and imple- 
ments, sailed for America. 

Henry Ford, who had halted pro- 
duction of the Fordson in the U.S. in 
1927, had continued searching for an 
ideal replacement for it. He also kept in 
contact with the Sherman Bros. as they 
had continued in the tractor business 
by importing British Fordsons. They 
were also involved with Harry Fergu- 
son through the Fordson plow busi- 
ness. So it was through the Shermans 
that Ferguson eventually got his audi- 
ence with Henry Ford. 

In early fall of 1938, Ferguson, his 
aides and a meticulously prepared 
Ferguson-Brown tractor took the field 
at Ford's Fair Lane Estate. The demon- 
stration was convincing. The Ferguson- 
Brown, about eight-tenths the size of 
the Fordson, clearly outperformed both 
the Fordson and an Allis-Chalmers with 
the same size plows. 

With that, Ford and Ferguson made 
the famous “handshake agreement,” 
wherein Ford would make tractors with 








the system and Ferguson would make 
the implements and do the marketing. 
The resulting Ford-Ferguson tractor, 
with the 3-point hitch system, went on 
to be the largest-selling single tractor 
model since the ubiquitous Fordson. 

And the rest, as they say, is history. 
As soon as the patents expired or could 
be circumvented, other manufactur- 
ers adopted the system, even on their 
garden tractors up to their largest four- 
wheel drive monsters. FC

AW Ost ot Britain's hay is made 
4 into large bales, but we 
| Brits still make plenty of 

А. V JA. the small rectangular bales. 
Perhaps you too remember the feel of 
baler twine cutting into your fingers and 
the rash on bare limbs from lifting small, 
rectangular bales. 
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Many farmers still make small bales because there is a 
decent market for them. They are sought by hobby farm- 
ers, horse owners and anyone who keeps small numbers 
of grazing animals. Haymaking with small bales remains 
commercially viable, especially if bale sledges and load- 
ers are used to minimise the need for too much human 
labour. Profits aside, many make a bit of hay in the old- 
fashioned way largely because they enjoy an opportuni- 
ty to use their vintage or classic equipment. Haymaking 
time offers a golden opportunity for the nostalgia-seeker. 
You get to play with your favorite machines, and make a 
saleable product at the end of it: What’s not to like? 

There’s a certain sort of romance to haymaking that is 
fueled by sunshine, the sense of camaraderie and the sat- 
isfaction of seeing a sweet-smelling harvest safely stacked 
under cover. It’s no wonder that people so fondly recall 
their early haymaking days. Haymaking using modern 
equipment just isn’t the same. When farmers make a hay 
or silage crop today, large machinery is used. Each per- 
son is alone inside his own cab and much of the joy of 
working alongside others as a team is lost. 

Younger tractor enthusiasts also enjoy working with 
older machinery at haymaking time, because it provides 
them with a chance to use tractors and implements that 
were used long before these youngsters were twinkles in 
their parents’ eyes. We older folks have to remember that 
the younger tractor enthusiasts did not use 1960s and 
'70s machinery when they were young. They are famil- 
iarising themselves with this old technology for the first 
time, and there's nothing like a five-day stint of working 
with different tractors and implements to give a person 
experience. Haymaking with old kit really does give trac- 
tor enthusiasts, and their machinery, a chance to shine.

Mix-and-match technique 

These days, my own harvest consists of a mish-mash of 
old and new(er) techniques. I sold my Ferguson finger- 
bar mower when I realised it was a lot less effort to ask 
my brother Wil to cut the crop with a disc mower. There 
was something fascinating about watching the hypnotic 
“snip snip” of the blades of the old finger-bar mower in 
action, but it was painfully slow to cut anything more 
than half an acre. Cutting thick grass was fiddly as the 
mower would clog periodically and the whole operation 
would grind to a halt while the blockage was cleared. To- 
day, there’s nothing at all vintage about the mowing part 
of my haymaking. 

However, for turning the hay, I use a borrowed PTO- 
powered hay tedder known as a ‘Haybob’ behind my 
1960 Massey Ferguson 35. Then there is usually a certain 
amount of very “old school” hay raking going on around 
rocks and in funny-shaped corners. This is where children 
and wooden hay rakes come in handy. Once the hay is 
rowed, then Wil comes back with his Case tractor and 
Welger round baler, which are probably becoming classics 
by now, a thought which makes me feel very old. 

Wil usually makes some sarcastic remarks about the way 
the hay is rowed, and off he goes, baling it into round 
bales that we cart into one field using a bale spike behind 
whichever old tractor is free. This year it was my brother 
Dafydd’s Nuffield Universal 3. Later, usually the same eve- 
ning, a neighbour comes and wraps the round bales in 
plastic. I get to do some of the work with 1960s tractors, 
but my hay is not baled into small bales anymore. Instead 
it is baled into big round bales of haylage and wrapped. 
Some (but not quite all) of the romance is lost. There’s 
nothing romantic about plastic, that’s for sure. 

Up until a few years ago, I owned an old Massey Fergu- 
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son baler, but I sold it as it had seen better days. For a few 
summers, I wasn't able to use it at all, because the weather 
was too damp and the hay had to be made into haylage 
quickly as rain was on the horizon. I had no room in the 
barn for both the hay and the baler, so it was stored out- 
side under a tarpaulin, which usually had to be replaced 
every year. The old baler was just gathering moss, so it 
made sense to sell it to someone who could use it and 
store it in a better place. 


The fine art of forecasting 

I miss old-style baling, though. In a little, cabless trac- 
tor, the rhythmic beat and shudder of the baler is felt full 
on and there's something extremely rewarding about see- 
ing the baler gobbling up hay and depositing little bales 
all over the field like a hungry dinosaur with an unfeasi- 
bly fast metabolism. Baling with a little old tractor makes 
you feel so much more in the middle of the action than 
baling from the cab of a large modern tractor. At the end 
of a day's baling, you know you've worked, as your body 
is still feeling the echoes of the movement and noise of 
the baler long after you've stopped driving and are sitting 
down enjoying a nice beer. 

One thing I don't miss about old-style baling is the 
weather worries. Never in North Wales can one hear a 
weather forecast of a guaranteed five days of sunny hay- 
making weather. There is almost always the risk it might 
rain, or two days into a hot spell, the weather changes. 
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Often you are faced with a "do I or don't I cut it?" deci- 
sion. Sometimes it is safer to leave it and wait for a better 
forecast, but leaving it too late means the hay might begin 
to flop and lose its nutrition. 

Talking about the weather and second-guessing our un- 
predictable maritime climate is something that we Brits 
have down to a fine art, but no one has as much to say 
about the weather as a farmer who is thinking about cut- 
ting his hay. For farmers at haymaking time, much time is 
spent looking at forecasts and talking to one's neighbours, 
saying things like, "They say it's going to be hot for days 
now," to which your neighbour will reply, "It doesn't look 
so good Wednesday though" and there will follow a long 
conversation about what the weather might or might not 
do, depending on if the wind direction changes or not. 
Usually the conversation will conclude with something

like “Aye, you can’t tell what it’s going to do,” and the 
farmer will go back to stroking his chin and looking up 
at the sky, wondering if he should go for it and cut that 
bottom field, or not. 


Implements of yesteryear 

Haymaking has been going on since our ancient ances- 
tors settled and became farmers. Since the beginning, we 
have been looking for ways to make this labour-intensive 
work easier and faster. When horse-drawn mowers ap- 
peared in the 1800s, they could do the work of 15 people 
turning hay by hand. Before long, a multitude of compa- 
nies were designing and manufacturing mowers, hay ted- 
ders, rakes and elevators, all of which sped up haymaking 
and massively reduced the labour required. Some farm la- 
bourers rightfully felt that these expensive new machines 
were taking their work away from them, which was un- 
doubtedly true, since now entire farms are run by just 
a few people, where in the past, perhaps 10 times more 
people would be involved, especially at harvest time. 

Small pick-up balers were available beginning in the 
1940s. Balers were an expensive piece of equipment, al- 
most up there with a tractor, which was a huge invest- 
ment for something used just a week or two a year. Many 
small-time farmers didn’t own their own balers and in- 
stead used local contractors to bale their hay. By the late 
1950s, balers were being produced in large numbers in the 
U.K. Every farmer had at least one, and Welsh firm Jones 
Baler Co. was among those doing a roaring trade produc- 
ing balers for home and export. 


Putting the Jones Master Tedder to work 

Jones also built hay tedders and other implements. Peter 
Brown, who lives just over the border from Wales in beauti- 
ful Shropshire, enjoys old-time harvests. Peter collects and 
uses many old tractors and pieces of cultivating and har- 
vesting equipment. Given that Peter has Welsh roots, he 
was keen to own an implement from the Jones stable. The 
implement Peter owns is a Jones Master Tedder hay turner. 

Because Jones was best known for its balers, few of these 
implements have survived. Only in recent years have col- 
lectors begun to take an interest in old implements, so 
when Peter was offered the Jones tedder by friends in 
North Wales, he jumped at the chance to own an unusual 
piece of Welsh agricultural history. 

This hay tedder is known as the Master Tedder, because 
it is a double-row tedder, whereas the Mini Tedder was 
a single-row tedder. Peter restored the tedder and uses it

every time he makes hay. He feels it 
does an extremely good job of turn- 
ing and shaking out the hay. "I've 
seen modern hay turners kick out big 
lumps of wet hay without separating 
them,” he says, “but this machine re- 
ally seems to do the job well, despite 
its age.” 

Another thing Peter likes about the 
tedder is that it is extremely light and 
easy to maneuver: It can be pushed 
in and out of the shed by just one 
person. Whilst the tedder is a wide, 
old machine, it is in fact quite fu- 
turistic in its design. The wheels can 
easily be swiveled so that it can be 
towed lengthways behind the trac- 
tor, which is crucial when negotiat- 
ing our narrow lanes and gateways. 
In its day, this tedder’s design would 
have seemed quite cutting edge, and 
extremely time saving for someone 
with a big field to turn and row. 


Auction bargain well suited 
to the task - 

My brother Pete also likes to use 
his older tractors for turning hay, as 
it provides an excellent opportunity 
for him to give them a good workout. 
Vintage tractors often drive on and 
off the trailer and around the ring at a 
show and never have the opportunity 
to warm up and work properly. 

Pete's implement of choice to go 
behind a golden oldie is his Bam- 
ford of Uttoxeter side-delivery rake. 
Simple and durable, this old English- 
built hay-turning device is still ca- 
pable of a good day's work, and be- 
ing land-drive, it requires no PTO 
from the tractor and can be used 
behind his Fordson Model N tractor. 
"It works perfectly for turning a fine 
crop of meadow hay, and it is much 
less aggressive than some of the PTO- 
powered hay turners," Pete says. "But 
I don't think it would work so well 
turning a very thick crop of hay that 
has had fertilizer." 
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11. The doors (or gates) of the Master Tedder can be closed 
when not in use. By opening the gates and fitting a gate in the 
center, two rows of hay can be made at once. 


12. Wide implements weren't really the norm here in the late 
1950s. The Jones company got around the problem of wide 
implements and narrow lanes by designing their Master Ted- 
der so that it could be rotated and towed lengthways. 


We can't find a way to date the hay turner — Bamfords 
made so many over a long period of time - but we know it 
was built for a tractor, so it isn’t an ancient, horse-drawn 
conversion. It was certainly built before power take-off, 
chemical fertilisers and large tractors became the norm. 

Pete bought the side-delivery rake at an auction a few 
years back, for around £30 (roughly $38 today) I think, 
and he recalls that I made him buy it. He happened to 
have a trailer with him at the time, and it seemed a shame 
to let such a well-crafted machine go to the scrap, so, yes, 
I did persuade him to bid. The fact that some of 
these old implements have little monetary value 
is all the more reason to preserve them. Plenty of 
people are willing to preserve our rare old tractors, 
so someone has to remember the implements that 
worked behind them back in the day, and which 
sometimes still do. F

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he idea which came to me 
this morning was a good one. I 
remembered that some time ago 





in Albany one of the salesmen 

of our company had told of a call he had 
made on a Mr. George Anthony of Fort 
Henry, New York, which is just across Lake 
Champlain from here.

Anthony had been interested in getting a 
secondhand tractor. He had been offered 
an old Army ten-ton which is still in our 
Albany warehouse, but for some reason had 
not taken it. If this Mr. Anthony still wanted 
a secondhand tractor it occurred to me that 
I might be able to get him to make an offer 
on Mrs. Watkins’ machine. If I could get 
him to offer a couple of thousand I might 
possibly talk Mrs. Watkins into taking it. It 
was worth trying. 
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Accordingly, I rented the same car which I had yester- 
day, drove down to Lake Champlain, crossed on the ferry, 
and about the middle of the morning reached Mr. An- 
thony's farm outside Port Henry. 

Mr. Anthony turned out to be a young man of pleas- 
ant personality, and we were at once on a very friendly 
footing.

At these words I began to feel that my visit was in vain.

yard, and as he showed us the machine, I will admit that 
my heart sank within me.
